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rJ'1HE  INSTITUTION  is  established  for  the  relief  of  the  Sick  Poor 
of  the  Town  and  Neighbourhood  of  Warrington,  and  persons  sustaining 
accidents. 


Poor  people  attacked  by  any  sudden  indisposition  will  be  immediately 
relieved  without  a  recommendation  ;  but  they  must  procure  one  by  the  next 
day  to  entitle  them  to  continue  as  patients. 


It  is  earnestly  requested  that  personal  inquiry  be  made  into  the  cases  of 
the  patients  recommended,  and  to  insert  the  name  of  the  street  where  they 
reside. 

Life  Governors  who  wish  to  have  blank  printed  recommendation  forms 
may  be  supplied  by  sending  for  them  to  the  Infirmary. 


Donors  of  not  less  than  Twenty-five  Guineas,  and  an  Executor  or  Nominee 
of  any  person  bequeathing  One  Hundred  Pounds,  become  Life  Governors. 


The  Dispensary 


The  Dispensary  will  be  opened  every  day  (Sundays  excepted)  at  Nine 
o’clock  in  the  Morning  for  dressing  wounds  ;  and  at  Three  in  the  Afternoon 
when  those  who  require  a  repetition  of  Medicines  must  apply. 

Medical  Attendance  for  general  business  will  be  given  every  day  (Sundays 
excepted)  at  times  arranged  by  the  Board,  and  on  Sunday  in  case  of  emergency. 

Patients  are  required  to  deposit  such  sum  with  the  Dispenser  which  will 
cover  the  cost  of  the  bottles,  &c.,  supplied,  the  same  to  be  given  back  when  the 
bottles,  See.,  are  returned.

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  31st  DECEMBER,  1940 


The  Board  of  Management  submit  their  Report  for  the  year  1940. 

FINANCE. 

The  effort,  which  was  commenced  in  1939,  to  augment  the  Income  and 
bring  it  to  a  figure  necessary  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  Institution,  has  been 
successful  and  for  the  first  time  in  many  years  the  income  received  has  exceeded 
the  expenditure.  The  Bank  overdraft  on  the  General  Current  Account  has 
been  reduced  to  £4,131  10s.  Id.  It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  the  income  for  the 
coming  year  will  remain  in  the  region  of  the  figure  for  the  year  under  review. 

It  was  with  considerable  misgivings  that  the  Board  viewed  the  year  1940 
owing  to  the  War,  which  has  now  entered  on  the  second  year.  It  was  realised 
that  costs  generally  would  increase  beyond  the  already  heavy  rises  in  a  great 
number  of  commodities,  and  whilst  this  has  been  so  the  Income  has  also  risen. 
This  has  been  a  remarkable  achievement  and  thanks  are  mainly  due  to  those 
Employers  and  Employees,  who  realising  the  heavy  burden  on  the  Board,  came 
along  with  increased  subscriptions  and  contributions. 

There  are  a  number  of  matters  which  require  attention  in  the  hospital 
and  have  only  been  put  back  owing  to  the  lack  of  money.  Should  the  Income 
keep  at  the  present  level  these  matters  will  be  dealt  with,  among  them  being 
certain  improvements  which  will  add  to  the  comfort  of  the  patients  generally. 

When  this  War  is  over  there  will  certainly  be  many  changes  in  the  policy 
of  the  Government  and  the  Hospital  Service  of  the  Country  will  no  doubt 
come  under  review  by  the  Minister  of  Health.  It  is  therefore  imperative  that  a 
constant  watch  should  be  kept  on  the  work  of  our  own  particular  hospital  so 
that  any  improvements,  etc.,  which  can  be  made  should  be  carried  out  in  order 
that  the  medical  service  will  provide  for  the  needs  of  the  community  in  this 
area.  By  this  means  the  Board  will  be  in  a  position  to  meet  any  demands  made 
upon  the  hospital  in  the  post-war  period. 
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WORK  OF  THE  INSTITUTION 


As  a  member  of  the  Emergency  Hospitals  Scheme  this  hospital  has  been 
carrying  out  its  work  in  a  dual  capacity  ;  as  a  civilian  hospital  and  also  treating 
Service  Sick  and  Air-Raid  Casualties.  This  combination  has  worked  smoothly 
and  whilst  the  Institution  has  not  been  called  upon  to  any  large  extent  to  treat 
War  casualties  the  Board  are  glad  to  state  that  this  hospital  is  playing  its  part 
in  the  war  effort  of  the  country. 

All  the  various  departments  of  the  hospital  have  been  fully  utilised  during 
the  year.  Comparison  of  work  done  this  year  and  last  will  be  found  on  another 
page. 

The  lack  of  room  is  still  an  urgent  matter  for  all  classes  of  patients,  both 
In  and  Out-door,  and  this  will  have  to  receive  attention  in  the  very  near  future. 

DARESBURY  HALL 

The  Ministry  of  Health  requested  the  Board  of  Management  to 
assume  responsibility  of  taking  over  Daresbury  Hall  as  an  annexe  to  the 
Infirmary.  The  full  use  of  the  Hall  had  been  placed  at  the  country’s  disposal 
by  Mr.  C.  F.  Hill,  for  the  duration  of  the  War. 

The  Board  has  agreed  to  the  request  and  the  Hall  will  be  opened  very 
shortly.  There  is  no  financial  obligation  on  the  part  of  the  Board  as  all  expendi¬ 
ture  will  be  met  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  sincere  thanks  of  the  Board  are  recorded  for  the  splendid  action  of 
Mr.  C.  F.  Hill. 

INCOME

The  Income  has  increased  by  £8,803  over  the  previous  year.  Annual 
Subscriptions  show  an  increase  of  £349  4s.  4d.  and  income  from  the  Work¬ 
people’s  Contributory  Scheme  an  increase  of  £5,896  11s.  9d.,  which  is  explained 
in  more  detail  later  in  this  Report.  Income  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  for 
the  reserved  emergency  beds  also  shows  an  increase  of  £2,574.

Prices  of  foodstuff's  and  other  commodities  have  risen  during  the  past 
year,  and  this,  together  with  the  Purchase  Tax,  which  became  effective  towards 
the  latter  part  of  the  year,  is  one  of  the  main  causes  of  the  increased  expenditure. 

CONVALESCENT  HOME 

The  Board  report  with  great  pleasure  the  gift  of  “Thelwall  Grange,”  by 
Sir  W.  Peter  Rylands,  Bart.,  Vice-President  of  the  Institution,  and  this  house 
is  to  be  used  a  Convalescent  Home  for  which  plans  are  being  prepared  at  the 
present  time.  There  has  been  the  need  for  many  years  past  for  a  Convalescent 
Home  because  a  great  amount  of  the  benefit  derived  in  hospital  is  very  often 
undone  as  soon  as  the  patient  returns  home  from  hospital.  A  period  of  two  to 
three  weeks  spent  in  pleasant  surroundings  away  from  either  home  or  hospital 
atmosphere  usually  completes  the  treatment  received. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  cost  of  running  this  Home  will  be  in  the  region  of 
£3,000  to  £4,000  per  year  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  general  public  will  help  the 
Board  in  providing  the  finance  for  this  purpose. 
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The  Board  are  very  grateful  to  Sir  W.  Peter  Rylands,  Bart.,  for 
his  munificent  gift. 


BOARD  OF  MANAGEMENT 

Mrs.  T.  Ridgway  has  been  appointed  to  the  Board  as  a  representative 
from  the  Ladies’  Committee  in  place  of  Mrs.  Henry  Roberts,  and  Mr.  W. 
Bibby  as  a  representative  from  the  Workpeople’s  Committee  in  place  of  Mr.  H. 
Gleave  who  resigned  when  he  left  the  town. 

The  Board’s  thanks  are  recorded  for  the  work  done  by  Mr.  H.  Gleave 
as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Management. 

HONORARY  MEDICAL  STAFF 

The  Board  are  pleased  to  report  the  return  to  duty  from  Active  Service 
of  Dr.  E.  T.  Baker-Bates.  It  is  understood  that  should  the  occasion  warrant 
it  he  may  have  to  return  to  Active  Service  when  required. 

Dr.  John  Meynell  was  appointed  Clinical  Assistant  to  the  Eye  Department 
in  place  of  Dr.  L.  R.  C.  Rose. 

There  have  been  no  other  changes  on  the  Medical  Staff  and  the  remaining 
members  are  carrying  on  their  usual  duties  under  trying  circumstances. 

The  Board  on  behalf  of  the  patients  give  their  thanks  to  the  Members  of 
the  Medical  Staff  for  the  splendid  work  which  they  have  carried  out  during  the 
past  year.

NURSING  HOME 

The  alterations  which  commenced  in  the  latter  part  of  1939  were  com¬ 
pleted  in  the  first  few  months  of  the  year  1940  and  patients  were  admitted  in 
the  early  part  of  April. 

The  Private  Rooms  have  been  made  larger  together  with  other  alterations, 
and  to-day,  the  Home  is  as  comfortable  as  it  is  possible  to  make  it.  Many 
patients  have  expressed  their  appreciation  of  the  comfort  experienced  and  in 
certain  cases  persons  who  were  in  the  Home  before  the  alterations  wrere  made 
and  have  since  been  patients  state  that  the  amenities  are  much  better  than  in  the 
past. 

It  is  hoped  by  the  Nursing  Home  Committee  that  the  fullest  use  of  the 
Home  should  be  made  by  the  people  of  the  town  and  district  who  are  able  to 
afford  Private  Nursing  Home  charges. 

ENDOWMENT  FUND 

No  sums  of  money  for  the  endowment  of  beds  or  cots  have  been  received 
during  the  past  year  and  the  Board  take  this  opportunity  of  bringing  to  the 
notice  of  those  charitably  inclined  that  for  the  sum  of  £1,000  or  £500  a  bed  or 
cot  respectively  can  be  endowed  in  perpetuity. 
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Under  the  present  conditions  there  is  no  better  form  of  perpetuating  the 
memory  of  some  loved  one  who  has  fallen  in  the  War  than  by  endowing  a  bed 
or  a  cot  in  this  hospital.

The  deficit  on  this  fund  now  stands  at  £1,796  14s.  3d. 


NURSING  STAFF 

The  Sisters’  Hostel  which  adjoins  the  Nurses’  Hostel  in  Bewsey  Road, 
was  formally  opened  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  and  has  proved  to  be  a  very 
comfortable  Home  for  these  senior  members  of  the  Nursing  Staff. 

During  the  year  8  Probationer  Nurses  have  passed  the  State  Final 
Examination  and  1  Probationer  Nurse  has  passed  the  State  Preliminary 
Examination. 

Eight  Nurses  have  been  successful  in  passing  the  Hospital  Final 
Examination  and  have  received  the  Silver  Badge  of  this  Training  School. 

As  mentioned  in  the  last  Annual  Report,  refugee  German  and  Austrian 
women  were  receiving  training  as  Nurses,  but  owing  to  the  war  exigencies  it 
became  necessary  to  dispense  with  their  services  and  they  had  to  leave  this  area. 


HOSPITAL  SUNDAY  FUND 

£322  11s.  6d.  was  received  from  this  fund  and  this  was  a  decrease  of 
£40  14s.  4d.  on  the  previous  year.  It  is  hoped  that  steps  will  be  taken  during 
the  coming  year  to  get  the  figure  back  to  something  like  previous  amounts. 

WORKPEOPLE’S  INFIRMARY  COMMITTEE 

The  net  income  from  the  Workpeople’s  Contributory  Scheme  amounts 
to  £16,493  7s.  6d.  which  is  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  of  £5,896  11s.  9d. 
The  major  part  of  this  increase  has  arisen  from  the  large  works  at  Risley,  which 
is  now  almost  completed,  and  the  income  from  this  source  will,  therefore, 
shortly  cease  but  it  is  hoped  that  this  deficiency  will  be  made  good  in  some 
other  way. 

The  cost  of  treatment  in  outside  Hospitals  was  considerably  increased  by 
reason  of  the  large  number  of  cases  from  Risley. 

The  Board  are  extremely  grateful  to  the  members  of  the  Workpeople’s 
Committee  for  their  continued  interest  in  the  welfare  of  this  hospital  and  they 
feel  that  with  this  good  will  now  prevailing  certain  steps  for  the  better  comfort 
of  the  patients  can  be  started.  They  also  wish  to  thank  those  representatives 
appointed  from  this  Committee  who  sit  on  the  Board,  whose  advice  is  most 
helpful. 
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LADIES’  LINEN  GUILD 

The  amount  of  £250  was  received  this  year  which  was  a  decrease  of  £60 
against  the  previous  year. 

The  Board  tender  their  sincere  thanks  to  the  officers,  collectors  and 
subscribers  for  this  amount  which  they  feel  has  been  collected  under  very 
difficult  circumstances. 

It  is  felt  that  when  the  war  is  over  the  amount  will  be  brought  up  to  the 
pre-war  level. 

LEAGUE  OF  HELP 

The  grant  this  year  was  £150,  a  decrease  of  £50  on  the  year  1939. 

Again  the  Board  thank  the  members  of  this  Committee  for  their  continued 
financial  assistance  and  express  the  hope  that  when  peace  comes  their  efforts 
will  be  rewarded  by  larger  sums  being  received  for  their  labours. 

THANKS 

The  sincere  thanks  of  the  Board  are  tendered  to  the  Ladies’  Committee, 
Children’s  Cot  Committee  and  all  kind  friends  for  their  services  and  financial 
assistance  rendered  to  this  Institution  during  the  past  year. 


The  Board  also  desire  to  thank  the  various  staffs  for  the  efficient  way  in 
which  they  have  carried  out  their  duties. 

The  Christmas  Festivities  for  the  patients  and  staff  whilst  greatly  modified 
were  enjoyed  and  carried  out  without  any  expense  to  the  General  Fund.
